Annual  Report 


To  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  EASTWOOD 
Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1964, 
v/hich  shows  generally  that  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  dis- 
trict has  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 

The  population  increased  by  70  to  an  estimated  10,960,  The 
natural  increase  of  population  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
amounted  to  130. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been  no  case  of  Diph- 
theria in  the  district  for  17  years,  and  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  for 
6 years.  Only  two  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified. 

Despite  this  abs-ence  of  cases  there  is  still  a very  real  need 
for  all  infants  to  receive'  their'  routine/  protection  against  these 
diseases.  Experience  in  other  areas  has  shown  that  where  the 
numbers  of  protected  children  falls  to  a low  level  Diphtheria 
and  Poliomyelitis  can  break  out  again. 

I wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  successful  prosecution  taken 
by  the  Council  in  the  Magistrates’  Court  against  a Food  Trader 
for  contravening  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  These  Regula- 
tions are  an  important  means  of  protecting  people  fromi  dirty 
and  dangerous  food  capable  of  causing  Food  Poisoning. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  office 
staff  for  their  loyal  work  and  support  throughout  the  year.

Public  Health  Officers

Laboratory  Facilities 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  samples  and 
specimens  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  63,  Gold- 
smith Street,  Nottingham  (Telephone  No.:  Nottingham  46436). 

Mortuary  Accommodation 

The  Mortuary,  which  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Council 
Offices,  Church  Street,  Eastwood,  was  used  on  36  occasions  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  47  for  the  year  1963.  Of  these  36 
cases,  1%  related  to  persons  whose  death  occurred  outside  the 
Urban  District. 

Mortuary  facilities  serve  the  adjoining  Parishes  of  Brinsley, 
Greasley,  Awsworth,  Kimberley  and  Nuthall.  The  Rural 
District  Council  of  Basford,  by  agreement,  are  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  fees  in  respect  of  persons  brought  from  their  district. 
These  fees  at  the  present  time  are  10s.  for  the  use  of  the  Mortuary 
with  an  additional  charge  of  10s.  when  a post-mortem  is  held. 
These  charges  have  remained  unchanged  since  this  service  was 
made  available  in  September,  1948. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  administered  by  the  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council,  and'  the  Sub-Station  which  is  at  Church 
Street,  Eastwood,  ensures  that  vehicles  are  readily  available  for 
the  inhabitants  of  the  district. 

An  ambulance  is  summoned  by  telephoning  to  the  County 
Ambulance  Control,  Telephone  Nottm.  55939,  and  in  the  event  of 
an  Eastwood  ambulance  not  being  available  a vehicle  is  des- 
patched from  the  nearest  County  Station. 

Hospital  Service 

The  hospitals  serving  this  area  are  at  Nottingham  (9  miles); 
Heanor  (3  miles);  Ilkeston  (5  miles);  and  Mansfield  (13  miles). 

Application  for  admission  to  general  hospitals  is  made  direct 
to  the  hospital  through  a doctor  or  other  responsible  person. 
Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  confinement  are  normally 
referred  to  the  hospital  by  the  doctor  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic 
or  by  a general  practitioner. 
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Cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  sanatoria  are 
referred  to  the  Chest  Physician,  Nottingham  and  District  Chest 
Centre,  Gregory  Boulevard,  Nottingham.  (Telephone  No.:  Not- 
tingham 77884). 

The  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  controls  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospitals  which  serve  this  area.  All  admissions  and 
discharges  of  infectious  disease  cases  are  notified  to  the  District 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Seven  infectious  disease  cases 
required  admission  to  hospital  during  the  year. 

The  Lodge  Moor  Isolation  Hospital  at  Sheffield  has  been 
designated  by  the  Board  to  serve  this  area  for  the  reception  of 
cases  of  smallpox. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

The  following  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Notting- 
hamshire County  Council:  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  and  School  Clinic. 

Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  are  at  Mansfield,  Newark,  Notting^ 
ham,  Retford  and  Worksop. 

Venereal  Diseases  Treatment  Centres  are  at  Mansfield  and 
Nottingham. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

Three  District  Nurses  reside  in  the  area  for  the  purpose  of 
treating  non-infectious  cases.  Their  nursing  area  includes  the 
adjoining  Parish  of  Greasley  in  the  Rural  District  of  Basford. 

The  service  is  free,  and  a District  Nurse  will  always  do  her 
best  to  answer  an  emergency  call  without  waiting  for  formalities 
to  be  completed.  In  non-emergency  cases  the  Nurse  will  attend 
at  the  request  of  the  private  doctor.

Midwifery  Service 

There  are  three  Midwives  practising  and  residing  in  the 
Urban  District.  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia  during  child-birth  is 
available  to  all  persons  residing  in  the  area. 

It  is  very  important  that  an  expectant  mother  should  book 
her  Midwife  (and  her  doctor  if  she  so  desires)  very  early  in 
her  pregnancy.  Names  and  addresses  of  Midwives  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Notts.  County  Council,  Shire  Hall,  Notting- 
ham. (Tel.:  Nottingham  55024). 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to 
the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant 
mother,  aged,  mentally  defective,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age. 
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In  maternity  cases  a Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoons  and 
Sunday,  and  her  duties  include  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as 
cleaning,  cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  an 

shopp^  general  cases  of  sickness,  or  when  assisting  in  the  house- 
holds of  old  or  infirm  people.  Home  Helps  undertake  such  ot  the 
above  duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be 

arranged 

The  charge  for  this  service  is  4s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount  the  County  Councils

Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

Facilities  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Councn, 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority  under  Part  III.  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  for  the  prevention  of  illness,  care  and 
after-care  are  summarised  below. 


By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  the  Nottingham 
and  Nottinghamshire  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuber- 
culosis carries  out  valuable  social  work,  designed  hnly  to 
facilitate  the  patient’s  recovery  by  solving  the  special  problems 
of  the  tuberculosis  household,  but  also  to  influence  the  domestic 
and  working  environment  so  as  to  minimise  the  chances  ot 

relapse  and  to  protect  family  contacts.  . i x • ^ 

The  County  Council  organise  domiciliary  visits  by  trained 
Health  Visitors,  provide  for  the  loan  of  shelters  to  appropriate 
cases  and  arrange  rehabilitation  at  the  Sherwood  Village 

Settlement.  , i i 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  contacts  against  tuberculosis  is  also 

available  through  the  Chest  Physician  employed  jointly  by  the 
County  Council  and  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Other  Types  of  Illness 

(a)  Almoner  Service  to  help  and  advise  on  all  social  prob- 
lems, including  general  care  and  after-care,  convalescence 
and  ’admissmn  to  hospital  of  chronic  sick  and  senile 
patients. 

(b)  Loan  of  nursing  equipment  and  appliances  to  patients 
being  nursed  at  home. 

(c)  Convalescence  (not  involving  active  medical  treatment) 
—on  the  recommendation  of  a general  practitioner  and 
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subject  to  contribution  by  applicants  towards  the  cost 
involved  according  to  their  financial  circumstances. 

(d)  Infectious  Diseases — routine  visits  by  Health  Visitors 
to  advise  and  assist  in  the  prevention  of  spread  of 
infection. 

(e)  Venereal  Diseases — follow-up  work  by  Almoners. 

(f)  Health  Education,  including  courses  of  instruction, 
special  lectures  to  established  organisations  (including 
the  use  of  films  and  film-strips)  and  the  issue  of  pam- 
phlets, brochures  and  posters. 

(g)  Chiropody  services  for  elderly  or  handicapped  persons, 
and  for  expectant  mothers. 

WELFARE  FOODS  SERVICE 

The  issue  of  Welfare  Foods  was  materially  changed  when 
the  Government  announced  that  as  from  1st  June,  1961,  Welfare 

Foods,  other  than  milk,  would  be  sold  at  prices  to  cover  the  cost, 
i.e.: — 

Orange  Juice:  Is.  6d.  per  bottle  (previously  5d.  per  bottle). 

Cod  Liver  Oil:  Is.  per  bottle  (previously  free  against  tokens). 

Vitamin  Tablets:  6d.  per  packet  (previously  free  against 
tokens). 

Entitlement  is  restricted  to  nursing  and  expectant  mothers, 
children  up  to  five  years  old,  and  handicapped  children  without 
the  need  for  tokens,  except  in  cases  of  hardship,  when  tokens 
for  free  supplies  may  be  obtained. 

Welfare  Foods  are  distributed  from  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

NOTTINGHAMSHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1951 
Establishments  for  Massage  or  Special  Treatment 

Part  VH.  of  this  Act  came  into  force  on  the  10th  March,  1952, 
in  the  Eastwood  Urban  District  and  the  powers  and  duties 
applicable  to  this  section  have  been  delegated  to  the  Eastwood 
Urban  District  Council. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  one  licensed  establish- 
ment in  the  District  for  massage  or  special  treatment  at  No.  140, 
Nottingham  Road. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

The  District  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Eastwood  District  is 
Mr.  J.  Morissey — office  address:  6,  Mansfield  Road,  Eastwood 
(Telephone  No.:  Langley  Mill  3258)  and  66,  High  Street,  Huck- 
nall  (Telephone  No.:  Hucknall  2093). 

Homes  for  the  Aged 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  places  a duty  and  respon- 
sibility on  County  and  Borough  Councils  to  provide  residential 
accommodation  for  persons  who,  by  reason  of  old  age,  infirmity 
or  other  circumstances,  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which 
is  not  otherwise  available  to  them. 

For  this  purpose,  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  main- 
tains eighteen  Homes,  all  of  which  are  occupied  to  capacity. 
Details  of  the  accommodation  are  as  follows: — 
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1.  “ stanhope  House,”  Nottingham  Road,  Bingham— 32  men 
and  32  women. 

2.  “ Hillcrest,”  Leverton  Road,  Retford — 62  men  and  56 
women.

4.  “ The  Old  Hall,”  Balderton— 8 men  and  10  women. 

5.  “Parkside,”  Worksop— 17  men  and  10  women. 

6.  “ Clayworth  Hall,”  Retford— 13  men  and  7 women. 

7.  “ Oaklands,”  Retford — 6 men  and  13  women. 

8.  “ Mount  Vernon,”  Retford— 21  women. 

9.  “ The  Old  Vicarage,”  Southwell — 8 men  and  11  women. 

10.  Gedling  Manor,”  Carlton— 9 men  and  23  women. 

11.  “ Beech  Hill,”  Mansfield— 50  men  and  women. 

12.  “ South  Manor,”  Ruddington— 11  men  and  25  women. 

13.  “South  Muskham  Prebend,”  Southwell— 8 men  and  22 
women. 

14.  “ Kirklands,”  Kirkby-in-Ashfield— 10  men  and  28  women. 

15.  “ The  Hassocks,”  Beeston— 10  men  and  28  women. 

16.  “ Fairfield,”  Edwalton — 50  men  and  women. 

17.  “Daleside,”  Mansfield  Woodhouse— 50  men  and  women. 

18.  “ Gatelea,”  Worksop — 50  men  and  women. 

The  homes  are  provided  for  elderly  persons  of  both  sexes, 
including  married  couples  who,  on  account  of  advancing  years 
or  infirmity,  are  no  longer  able  to  look  after  themselves  in  their 
own  homes  and  have  no  one  able  and  willing  to  look  after  and 
care  for  them.  They  are  not  intended  for  sick  persons  who  need 
constant  medical  attention  or  nursing  care,  but  residents  suffering 
from  minor  ailments  are  looked  after  as  in  ordinary  households. 

A maximum  charge  of  £7  3s.  6d.  per  week  is  made  at 
present,  but  residents  who  cannot  afford  to  pay  this  amount  are 
required  to  pay  only  what  they  can  afford.  For  example,  a 
resident  whose  only  income  is  a retirement  pension,  an  old  age 
pension  or  a National  Assistance  Board  Allowance,  keeps  13s.  6d. 
per  week  for  personal  spending. 

Short  Stay  Accommodation 

Limited  facilities  are  available  for  the  accommodation  for 
short  periods  of  aged  people  normally  receiving  care  and  atten- 
tion from  relatives  to  enable  such  relatives  to  have  a holiday  or 
otherwise  to  have  a short  period  of  relief  from  their  respon- 
sibilities. 

Welfare  Services  for  the  Physically  Handicapped 

The  Home  Teaching  Service  for  the  Blind  was  operated  by 
the  County  Council,  and  other  welfare  services  for  the  Blind  and 
Partially  Sighted  were  provided  through  the  agency  of  the  Royal 
Midland  Institution  for  the  Blind.  Advice  and  a comprehensive 
range  of  services  for  persons  permanently  and  substantially 
handicapped  by  other  forms  of  physical  disability  are  available 
through  the  County  Welfare  Department. 

An  occupational  service,  designed  to  provide  minor  outwork 
and  handicrafts  for  handicapped  persons  in  their  homes  or  at 
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centres  and  staffed  by  qualified  occupational  therapists,  has  been 
established  by  the  County  Council  and  operates  throughout  the 
county.  Adaptations  are  carried  out  at  the  homes  of  crippled 
people  and  a variety  of  aids  and  fixtures  can  be  provided  to 
enable  them  to  be  as  independent  as  possible.  Provision  is  made 
for  holiday  grants  to  registered  disabled  persons  and  short  stay 
accommodation  is  arranged,  when  vacancies  can  be  obtained,  for 
those  who  need  constant  care  and  attention. 

\ qualified  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Deaf  is  available  to  help 
the  deaf /dumb  and  the  very  severely  hard  of  hearing  through- 
out the  county.  He  acts  as  interpreter  whenever  such  assistance 
is  required — at  medical  examinations,  for  example,  and  at  mar- 
riages, baptisms,  court  hearings  and  interviews  with  the  police  or 
other  officials — and  works  in  liaison  with  the  Nottingham  Insti- 
tute for  the  Deaf,  which  continues  to  provide  group  services. 

The  need  of  handicapped  persons  in  any  category  for  volun- 
tary services  is  referred  by  the  County  Welfare  Officer  to  the 
appropriate  organisations. 

Handicapped  persons  are  advised  to  apply  to  any  of  the  Dis- 
trict Welfare  Officers  or  to  the  County  Welfare  Officer  at  the 
Shire  Hall,  Nottingham. 

Burial  or  Cremation  of  the  Dead  (Section  50) 

No  burials  or  cremations  under  this  Section  of  the  Act  were 
required  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

The  Council  has  authorised  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
make  applications  under  this  Act  to  a Court  of  Summary  Juris- 
diction or  to  a single  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  an  order  for  the 
urgent  removal  of  certain  persons  from  the  premises  in  which 
they  are  residing  to  a hospital  or  other  place,  instead  of  such 
application  being  made  by  the  Council. 

No  applications  for  Orders  under  this  Act  were  made  in  1964.

The  Children’s  Department  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  investigating  com- 
plaints about  the  welfare  of  children  and  taking  those  into  its 
care  who  are  not  properly  looked  after.  Proceedings  may  be 
taken  and  the  children  committed  to  the  care  of  the  Council 
through  the  Juvenile  Courts.  The  Department  also  receives 
applications  from  parents  and  others  who  have  the  care  of 
children  and  may  take  these  children  into  its  care. 

Children’s  Homes  are  maintained  in  most  parts  of  the  County 
and,  in  addition,  there  are  two  hos.tels  for  young  working  people. 
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two  approved  schools  and  a remand  home  for  boys.  Apart  from 
taking  a child  into  its  care,  the  Department  may  secure  that 
proper  provision  is  made  through  one  or  other  Welfare  Services 
or  take  action  to  bring  about  the  rehabilitation  of  problem 
families  or  supervise  the  welfare  of  children  in  their  homes  in 
certain  circumstances. 

As  many  as  possible  of  the  children  in  the  care  of  the 
Council  are  placed  in  foster  homes,  and  the  Visiting  Officers  are 
always  glad  to  hear  of  members  of  the  general  public  who  are 
prepared  to  help  in  this  way,  and  to  give  further  information 
about  the  Council’s  scheme. 

Special  efforts  were  made  to  cater  for  children  who  needed 
to  be  cared  for  temporarily  in  circumstances  such  as  the 
admission  of  the  mother  to  hospital  for  operation  or  confinement. 
In  this  connection,  an  endeavour  has  been  made  to  build  up  a 
panel  of  foster  parents  who  would  be  prepared  to  take  into  their 
homes  a small  family  of  two  or  three  children  at  short  notice. 
Adequate  boarding  allowances  are  paid  to  these  foster  parents 
who  take  children  on  a temporary  basis  and  help  is  given  by  the 
loan  of  beds,  cots  and  prams  where  necessary. 

Child  Protection 

Section  3 of  the  Children  Act.  1958,  requires  that  every 
person  who  proposes  to  maintain  a foster-child  shall  give  written 
notice  not  less  than  two  weeks  before  he  receives  the  child,  to 
the  Children’s  Officer,  Shire  Hail,  Nottingham.  A foster-child 
as  defined  by  Section  2 of  the  Act  means  a child  below  the  upper 
limit  of  the  compulsory  school  age  whose  care  and  maintenance, 
apart  from  the  parents,  are  undertaken  for  reward  for  a period 
exceeding  one  month  by  a person  who  is  not  a relative  or 
guardian  of  his. 

Adoption 

Section  3 of  the  Adoption  Act,  1958,  requires  that,  except 
where  one  of  the  applicants  is  a parent,  before  any  application 
for  an  Adoption  Order  in  respect  of  a child  under  the  uppe^ 
limit  of  the  compulsory  school  age  is  presented  to  the  court  the 
Children’s  Officer  must  have  received  three  m.onths’  prior  notice 
from  the  applicants  of  their  intention  to  apply  for  the  Order. 
Such  notice  will  only  take  effect  from  the  date  on  which  the 
child  is  six  weeks  old. 

Third  Party  Placements 

When  any  person,  other  than  a parent  or  guardian,  makes 
arrangements  for  a child  below  the  upper  limit  of  the  com- 
pulsory school  age  to  be  placed  in  the  care  and  possession  of 
another  person  who  is  not  a relative  of  the  child,  then  the  person 
making  the  arrangements  is  required  to  give  the  Children’s 
Officer  at  least  fourteen  days’  prior  notice  of  the  intended  place- 
ment. This  provision  is  made  to  safeguard  children  who  are  not 
placed  for  reward  or  adoption  by  a person  who  is  not  a relative 
or  guardian. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water 

All  houses  within  the  district  are  provided  with  a piped 
water  supply  by  the  City  of  Nottingham  Water  Department,  and 
taken  in  bulk  from  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board. 

No  samples  were  taken  by  this  Authority,  but  the  City 
Analyst  makes  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations 
monthly  of  samples  taken  at  Eastv/ood  Filtration  Works  both 
before  and  after  treatment  and,  by  special  arrangement  with  the 
Corporation’s  Medical  Oflicer  of  Health,  less  detailed  bacterio- 
logical examinations  are  made  weekly. 

All  water  supplied  to  the  district  complies  with  the  highest 
standards  stipulated  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  and  the  supply  was  again  satisfactory  as  regards 
volume  and  pressure. 

The  following  lengths  of  new  water  mains  were  laid  during 
the  year: —

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  provided  with  sewers  with  the 
exception  of  three  small  low-lying  areas  near  the  south-west 
boundary,  and  during  the  year  sewers  were  extended  for  approx. 
470  yards,  to  serve  new  housing  development  at  The  Breach,  and 
Vale  Close. 

Sewage  disposal  is  to  the  Outfall  Works  at  Newthorpe  in  the 
adjoining  Rural  District  of  Basford,  and  under  the  joint  control 
of  the  Basford  and  Eastwood  Councils. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Beauvale  Brook  on  part  of  the  northern  boundary,  and 
the  Nethergreen  Brook  on  part  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  the 
district,  join  the  River  Erewash,  which  forms  the  urban  district 
and  county  boundaries  on  the  western  side  of  the  district. 

All  three  are  controlled  by  the  Trent  River  Board  under 
powers  conferred  by  the  River  Boards  Act,  1948,  and  the  Board 
retains  the  services  of  special  Rivers  Inspectors  to  deal  with  river 
pollution. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  total  nett  cost  of  Refuse  Collection,  Disposal  and  Salvage 
for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1965,  was  £9,945,  as 
compared  with  £8,195,  £8,461,  £6,742,  £6,729,  and  £6,486  for  the 
five  years  immediately  preceding. 

Household  Refuse 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  satisfactorily  main- 
tained throughout  the  year.  Wheeled  trolleys  were  used  to 
provide  a kerbside  collection  by  the  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore 
and  Aft  Tipper  supplemented  by  the  Bedford  Side-Loader. 
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Twenty-one  new  bungalows  completed  during  the  year  were 
provided  with  paper  sacks  for  refuse  storage,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  dwellings  using  paper  sacks  to  twenty-nine. 

A municipal  Dustbin  Scheme  is  operated  by  the  Council  for 
the  replacement  of  defective  household  dustbins,  and  during  1964, 
363  dustbins  were  issued. 

Trade  Refuse 

The  collection  of  trade  refuse  was  carried  out  upon  request, 
a charge  being  made  for  this  service. 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  Nottingham  Road  Tip  was  again  used  for  the  disposal 
of  all  house  and  trade  refuse,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  arrange- 
ments were  almost  complete  for  the  opening  of  a new  tip  at 
Manson  Fields  to  replace  the  existing  one. 

During  1964,  the  district  suffered  a severe  infesfation  of 
crickets  and  although  their  origin  was  never  proved  conclusively 
it  was  assumed  that  many  of  these  were  from  the  Council’s  refuse 
tip.  The  routine  treatment  of  the  tip  with  insecticide  applied  by 
means  of  a powder  blower  was  commenced  before  any  complaints 
were  received  and  continued  through  the  normal  season,  being 
later  much  intensified,  but  this  did  not  prevent  a very  heavy 
infestation  occurring. 

Later  inquiries  revealed  that  once  crickets  gain  access  to  a 
refuse  tip  they  are  virtually  impossible  to  eradicate  and  that 
during  this  particular  year,  many  other  districts  had  suffered 
similarly. 

The  routine  treatment  of  the  tip  with  rat  poison  was  success- 
ful in  preventing  any  serious  infestation  of  rats  in  the  area. 

Salvage 

The  demand  for  salvage  of  all  types  continued^  to  decline, 
and  the  total  weight  collected  was  over  5 tons  less  than  the 
previous  year.  The  total  income  of  £392  2s.  2d.  was  £35  Os.  4d. 
less  than  in  1963. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  since  the  scheme  was 
inaugurated  no  Salvage  Bonus  was  paid  during  1964. 

Street  Cleansing 

Street  cleansing  was  carried  out  both  by  the  Bedford/Lacre 
sweeper-collector  and  by  street  orderlies.  All  roads  in  the  dis- 
trict are  swept  weekly,  and  daily  attention  is  given  to  the 
shopping  areas. 

The  total  expenditure  on  street  cleansing)  for  the  financial 
year  was  £1,592  compared  with  £1,592  and  £1,553  for  the  two 
previous  years.  The  expenses  of  cleansing  County  roads  is  shared 
by  that  Authority  and  the  contribution  from  the  County  Council 
for  the  financial  year  was  £501.

Offices,  Shops  anci  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

This  Act,  which  came  into  force  in  1964  required  any  person 
employing  people  in  offices,  shops  and  railway  premises  to 
register  with  the  local  authority. 

During  the  year,  103  premises  had  registered,  these  compris- 
ing 22  offices,  70  retail  shops,  3 wholesale  shops  and  8 canteens 
and  catering  establishments. 

The  Act  secures  a standard  of  welfare  for  employees,  includ- 
ing the  provision  of  proper  cleanliness,  temperature,  freedom 
from  overcrowding,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  and  washing 
accommodation. 


Swimming  Baths  and  Pools 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or 
pools  within  the  area,  the  nearest  open-air  swimming  bath  being 
situated  in  the  adjoining  Urban  District  of  Heanor. 

Some  progress  was  made  towards  the  proposed  swimming 
bath  to  be  included  within  the  Civic  Centre  development. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

Fifty-seven  infestations  by  rats  and  mice  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year  by  poisoning  with  Warfarin. 

In  addition,  the  Council’s  refuse  disposal  tip  was  regularly 
treated  and  the  six-monthly  maintenance  treatment  of  the  dis- 
trict’s sewers  was  carried  out. 

Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907  (Section  86) 

The  one  person  registered  as  an  Old  Metal  and  Marine  Store 
Dealer  under  the  above  Act  was  found  to  have  died,  and  was 
removed  from  the  register. 
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HOUSING 


During  the  year  fifteen  houses  were  represented  as  unfit 
under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  a Clearance  Order 
was  made  and  confirmed  affecting  a further  nine  houses.  Twelve 
Demolition  Orders  were  made  and  three  Closing  Orders,  but  an 
undertaking  to  render  the  house  fit  for  habitation  was  accepted 
in  respect  of  one  of  the  latter. 

Twenty-five  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
received  and  approved  during  the  year  compared  with  nineteen 
during  1963.  Three  were  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  twenty- 
two  for  Standard  Grants.  The  total  value  of  Grants  paid  during 
the  year  amounted  to  £2,457  10s.  Od.  compared  with 

£1,060  10s.  Od.  during  1963. 

Once  again  no  applications  were  received  for  Certificates 
under  the  Rent  Act,  1957. 

The  total  number  of  persons  re-housed  from  unfit  dwellings, 
in  new  and  existing  houses  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  was 
21  representing  7 families,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
923  Council  houses  in  occupation. 

Under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958/59,  only 
one  advance  was  agreed  to  during  the  year  for  £350.

SLAUGHTERING  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


During  the  year  it  was  now  possible  to  maintain  100  per  cent, 
meat  inspection  in  the  district  following  the  appointment  of  an 
additional  inspector  primarily  for  the  purpose.  The  inspector’s 
duties  included  ante  and  post-mortem  inspection  of  pigs  and 
sheep,  the  supervision  of  slaughterhouse  hygiene  and  securing 
prevention  of  cruelty. 

Any  contraventions  were  dealt  with  verbally  and  it  was  not 
found  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  action  at  any  time.

One  application  for  the  registration  of  premises  for  the  sale 
of  ice-cream  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955, 
was  approved  during  the  year.

One  sample  of  ice  cream  was  obtained  by  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Department,  of  the  Notts.  County  Council,  and  this  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1960 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a green- 
grocer following  repeated  warnings  for  contraventions  of  the 
Regulations.  He  was  fined  a total  of  £50  for  offences  under  Sec- 
tions 8,  16  and  23,  relating  to  exposure  of  food  to  risk  of  contami- 
nation, to  the  non-provision  of  a hot  water  supply  and  nailbrush 
for  hand  washing  purposes,  and  the  cleanliness  and  repair  of  a 
food  room. 

A number  of  warnings  were  given  to  other  proprietors  of 
food  shops  but  no  other  formal  action  was  considered  necessary. 

The  examination  of  all  new  food  premises  and  alterations  to 
existing  premises  submitted  undei*  the  Council’s  Building  Bye- 
laws in  order  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  was  continued. 

Food  Poisoning 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  carried  out  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  All  schoolchildren  of  10  years  of  age 
and  over  are  eligible. 

The  procedure  consists  of  a preliminary  skin  test  to  find  out 
who  would  benefit  from  the  protection  which  B.C.G.  vaccina- 
tion confers.  These  children  are  known  as  the  negative  reactors 
to  the  test.  , Those  who  have  a positive  reaction  are  not 
vaccinated,  but  are*  referred  for  a full  chest  X-Ray,  and  are  sub- 
sequently kept  under  review. 

The  B.C.G.  procedure  is  thus  of  two-fold  value.  It  enables 
those  who  have  not  been  in  contact  with  the  tuberculosis  germ 
to  be  vaccinated  and  so  protected  for  the  future,  whereas  the 
children  who  have  already  been  in  contact  with  the  germ  can 
be  examined  by  X-Ray  and  kept  under  supervision.
